LIBRARIAN’S REPORT OF NORTH STRATFORD LIBRARY 


January 1923 to 1924. 


The library now contains some 2300 volumes. 
Over sixty volumes have been added during the 
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| 
last six months. The list comprising History, 
Travel Biography, Religious, Fiction, both adult 
and juvenile. 

The circulation has fallen off a little owing to 
the removal of several reading families, but the 
weekly circulation is over one hundred books. New - 
patrons are constantly being added. 

The library was closed for several weeks dur- 
ing the summer, while the new card system was 
being introduced. This system adds greatly to 
the efficiency and ease with which the records are 
kept. At that time the books were thoroughly 
overhauled and put into repair. 

The trustee sent the Librarian for a week’s 
training in the Library School at Durham. The 
librarian and the reading public of North Strat- 
- ford, I believe, have been generally benefited by 
that time spent in the study of library methods, 
and current literature. : 

The librarian hopes that the town will recog- 
nize the value and usefulness of its libraries, and 
will make a generous appropriation this year. A 
reading room with current periodicals, would help 
greatly to solve some of the community problems 
that are facing us. The librarian is in a position 
to know from the young men who frequent the 
library and who are far from their homes, what 
a help and safeguard it would prove.

The above figures are for the year ending 
June 30, 1923. A statement regarding the fi-' 
nances of the present year and the needs for the 
coming year may be of interest to the voters. 

At the beginning of the fall term it was found 
that there were 54 pupils in grades one and two. 
This number of pupils could not possibly be 
handled by one teacher. We were obliged, there- 
fore, to engage one more teacher than we had. 
planned to engage. This, of course, increased the 
cost of instruction. It was also found advisable 
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to make more extensive repairs than had _ been 
planned, in the basement and on the back walk 
at the North Stratford school. Here again, the 
expense was more than had been expected.  Be- 
cause of these two additional expenditures and the 
fact that we did not receive the state aid we had 
expected, we will probably have a deficit of approx- 
imately $1400 at the end of the present school 
year, June 30, 1924. 

The cost of our schools for the coming year 
will be approximately $24,500. Add to this the de- 
ficit this year ano we have a total of $25,900.00 
to be raised. 

The School Board proposes the following 
budget:
